Vandenberg ‘Reassured’ 
by Statement America 
Is Not Forced to Dis- 


close Secrets. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

LONDON, Jan. 9 (AP)—A 
breach in the United States dele- 
gation over safeguards for atomic 
energy secrets was sealed today 
at a conference on the eve of the 
opening of the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

After a two-hour conference 
with American delegates, Byrnes 


issued a statement on atomic 
safeguards embodying points 
which he previously had expressed 
orally. He said that as far as he 
knew his view of the safeguards 
was acceptable to all in the 
United States delegation. 

Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, a leader of the critics, 
said he had been completely re- 
assured on two points which he 
had considered of paramount im- 
portance: That adequate security 
arrangements would precede dis- 
closures concerning atomic mat- 
ters and that “any plan recom- 
mended by the atomic commission 
must receive congressional ap- 
proval in the United States.” 

Byrnes said specifically in his 
statement that there was no mis- 
understanding between the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and 
Canada as to interpretation of the 
resolution proposing establishment 
of an atomic control commission. 
Vandenberg had_ criticized the 
phraseology as vague. 

The root of the controversy lay 
in the question of whether the 
proposed commission would have 


top military leaders among the 
Nazi chieftains who are on trial 
as war criminals. 

Another part of the Nazi High 
Command’s military credo which 
was not read into the court record 
gave further insight into the 
army’s conception of its work. 

“Despite all attempts to outlaw 
it, war is still a law of nature 
which may be channelled but not 
eliminated,” this section said. 

“It serves the survival of the 
Trace and state... This high moral 
purpose gives war its total charac- 
ter and its ethical justification.” 

The case against Keitel. and 
Jodl was finished in midafternoon. 
The prosecution spent less than 90 
minutes on relations between the 
German military commanders and 
Nazi political leaders. 

G. D. Roberts of the British 
prosecution staff said the German 
conquests were planned by Adolf 


Hitler, but “he needed other men 
nearly as wicked and unscrupu- 
lous as himself to carry them 
out.” He told the court that the 
Nazi military leaders could not, 
under the terms of the charter for 
the trial, rely on the defense that 
they were merely soldiers carry- 
ing out orders. 

Walter W. Brudno, American 
prosecuting attorney from Daven- 
port, Iowa, began presentation of 
the evidence against Alfred Ros- 


enberg, official philosopher of the 
Nazi party. 

Brudno introduced in evidence 
portions of a report by Rosenberg 
on the activities of -his foreign 
policy section of the Nazi party. 

In the report Rosenberg boasted 
that his campaign of spreading 
Nazi ideology throughout’ the 
world was so successful that his 
agents even had contacts with 
the British royal family and that 
an American publisher identified 
as Hearst had begged him to write 
articles. 

“Hearst personally asked 
me often to write about the po- 
sition of German foreign policy 
in his papers,” the report said. 
“This year five continuous articles 
under my name have appeared in 
Hearst papers all over the world. 
Since these articles, as Hearst 
personally informed me, presented 
well-founded arguments, he begged 
me to write further articles for 
his papers.”

Proposal to Cut Present 8 Cent 
Charge Made at Meeting With 
Postal Officials, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
The air transport industry today 
recommended reduction of the air 

mail rate to 5 cents an ounce. 

The present rate is 8 cents but 
under existing law this is sched- 
uled to revert to 6 cents when the 
war is formally declared ended. 

The 5 cent recommendation was 
made by Robert Ramspeck, for-

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YANK SURVIVOR 
TESTIFIES HE SAW 
HOMIMA VIEING 


DEATH MARGH 


Sergeant Testifies Jap 
General Drove Past in 
Auto as Prisoners Were 
Being Subjected to 


Cruelties. 


By HAL BOYLE 

MANILA, Jan. 9 (AP) — An 
American sergeant today identi- 
fied Lt. Gen, Masaharu Homma 
as one of the high ranking Japa- 
nese officers who drove along the 
route of the Bataan march of 
deatn. 

Master Sgt. James Baldassarre, 
New Haven, Conn.—himself a sur- 
vivor of the march—placed Hom- 


ma on the road along which the 
prosecution charges 1200 Amer- 
ican and 16,000 Filipino prisoners 
of war died from torture, starva- 
tion or brutal murder. 
Baldassarre was the first sur- 
wivor to testify that Homma him- 
self rode along the line of march 
while the Allied prisoners still 
were being subjected to cruelties. 
The 49-year-old sergeant, who 
has spent 21 of his 28 years of 
army service in the Philippines, 
earlier had stirred laughter with 
testimony that he and other pris- 
oners had outwitted Japanese 
‘guards by hiding money their 
shoes. 
“We were smarter than the 
Japs al] the time,” he said, 
Even Homma smiled. 


Clings to Identification, 


Asked if he ever had seen any 
high Japanese officers while 
Japanese guards ruthlessly were 
bayoneting and shooting prisoners 
who couldn’t stand the pace, 
Baldassarre stared at Homma and 
shouted: 

“Yes, and one is right here now 

—Lt. Gen. Homma. I saw him in 
his official car.” 
Every face in the courtroom 
turned toward Homma, who 
grinned nervously and scribled a 
note to one of his defense coun- 
sel. Another time, the sergeant 
said, he saw a high ranking of- 
licer drive by San Fernando con- 
centration camp, where he was 
held, in an official yellow car.

He told me ‘that’s Hom- 


Repeated questioning by de- 
fense counsel failed to shake the 
sergeant in his _ identification. 
Pointing at Homma, he stated 
positively: 

“He was in a different uniform 
and stouter then—but that’s him, 
all right.” 

Homma looked around the room, 
shifted his legs and_ grinned 
again. He appeared to be in good 
spirits and took an active interest 
in all testimony. Guards say he 
is cheered by word that his wife 
is coming from Japan to testify 
in his behalf. 

Baldassarre was the prosecu- 
tion’s key witness in efforts to 
label Homma a war criminal for 
atrocities committed by his men 
during forced marches of 60 to 
120 kilometers made by 10,500 
Americans and 74,800 Filipinos 
after they surrendered on Bataan. 

Atrocities Recounted. 

Other witnesses testified that 
Japanese violated surrender terms 
under which they agreed to fur- 
nish transportation for the pris- 
oners. They said Japanese guards 
looted the prisoners of watches, 
personal belongings and even their 
shoes; exposed them unduly to 
the hot sun; denied them food, 
water and medicine, and ruth- 
lessly killed all whose strength 
was unequal to the long march, 
even burying some men alive. 

Lt. Col. W. H. Waterous, long- 
time Manila resident and Bataan 
medical officer, said 2000 Filipino 


patients from Bataan hospital in-| 


cluding men whose limbs recently 
had been amputated, were forced 
to join the death march. He said 
many others with belly wounds 
also were in the march. 

A deposition of Maj. Dick Cor- 
dell, Cave City, Ky., said he saw 
one Japanese officer behead an 
entire Filipino family of eight, in- 
cluding five children, because they 
ran in front of him on a ¢rail. 
The Japanese held one infant by 
the feet while he lopped off its 
head, Cordell e¢eharged. 

Staff Set. Thomas H. Bogie, 
Atlantic City, N. J., testified 200 
Filipinos flying a white flag were 
killed when the Japanese bombed 
Mariveles air strip three hours 
after Bataan surrendered. 


Jap Officer Defends His Conduct 
of Prison Camp. 


YOKOHAMA, Jan. 9 (AP) — 
Seeking to escape the death pen- 
alty asked by the prosecution, Lt. 
Chotaro Furushima testified in his 
own behalf today at his war 
crimes trial that “more than 90 
per cent of all my efforts (as a 
prison camp official) were spent 
to obtain more food and better 
conditions of the camp.” 

Furushima said he ordered Pvt. 
Leroy Priest of Charlotte, N.C., to 
the guard house Dec. 12, 1944, be- 
cause he assertedly left work. He 
denied charges that Priest was 
unclothed there for 10 days, caus- 
ing him to lose all but one toe 
due to frost bite.

/600,000 UNIONISTS READY 
TO BACK TELEGRAPH STRIKE 


New York CIO Threatens Concerted Action 
to Support Western Union 
Walkout. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP)—CIO 
officers threatened today to throw 
the weight of 600,000 metropolitan 
New York members behind strik- 
ing Western Union employes 
whose walkout has tied up this 


telegraphic nerve center. 

New York—international busi- 
ness capital and heart of West- 
ern Union’s communication sys- 
tem—was nearly isolated  tele- 


graphically from the rest of the 
nation when 7000 company work- 
ers struck at 7:10 a.m. yesterday 
—four hours earlier than sched- 
uled. 

The strike, precipitated by the 
employes’ protest against a War 
Labor Board decision revising 
downward a wage award by a re- 
gional board, slowed international 
cable communications. 

The possibility of a concerted 
CIO action in support of the strik- 
ing members of the CIO Amer- 
ican Communications Association 
—Wwas expressed by Saul Mills, 
secretary of the Greater New 
York CIO Council, who said that 
600,000 members of 300 CIO locals 
had been alerted “for every pos- 
sible support deemed necessary” 
to back the strikers. 

To Divert G. M. Strike Funds. 

Mills said funds collected for 
support of the General Motors 
strike would be diverted to the 
Western Union strikers. 

City Councilman Michael J. 
Quill, president of the CIO Trans- 
port Workers Union of America, 
told a press conference that “there 
may be another Stamford” as a 
result of the walkout. His ref- 
erence was to a general strike 
recently at Stamford, Conn., in 
support of a strike of employes 
of the Yale & Towne Manufac- 
turing Co. 

“The Western Union strike has 
become the business of the entire 
labor movement of New York 
City,” he said, adding that the 
labor unrest here “certainly is 


hotter at this moment than Stam- 
ford, Conn., was two weeks ago.” 

“My own transit workers are 
getting more discontented and 
they’re hard to control,” he said. 

The Western Union employes 
are protesting against a WLB de- 
cision granting them a 12-cent-an- 
hour increase. The union said the 
War Labor Board revision de- 
prived the workers of $6,000,000 
they would have received under 
the earlier award. 

Charges Filed with NLRB. 

The American Communications 
Association filed with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
charges of unfair labor practices 
by the company. Specifically, the 
association charged Western Union 
with xefusal to arbitrate, import- 
ing strike-breakers and threaten- 
ing to take seniority rights away 
from striking employes. 

Joseph Egan, president of the 
company, said yesterday the firm 
would stand on the WLB directive. 
He denied that the company was 
enlisting the aid of strike-break- 
ers. He said 30 supervisors were 
brought in and the main office 
protection force imcreased. . 

Robert H. Behling, assistant 
vice president of Western Union 
in charge of traffic, told reporters 
yesterday that no more than 15 
per cent of the normal daily traf- 
fic was transmitted yesterday at 
the company’s main office. 

Radio Corporation of America 
and the American Telegraph & 
Telephone Co. said their overseas 
telephone, radio and cable business 
was not affected by the Western 
Union strike. 

Western Union said cables were 
being sent abroad, provided the 
senders took their messages to the 
central cable office. Employes 
there are not members of the 
striking union. 

New York hotels said they were 
receiving reservation requests by 
telephone from as far away as 
Chigago and New Orleans from 
persons who ordinarily would tele- 


graph.

MANILA, Jan. 9 (AP). 

WO small fry Japanese war 
T criminais were convicted to- 

day by United States mili- 
tary commissions and sentenced 
to be hanged for their part in 
the deaths of 105 persons, some 
by torture. 

Takuma Higashije, civilian 
interpreter, was convicted in 25 
minutes after testimony showed 
he killed 16 Filipino civilians 
and was implicated in 77 other 
deaths. He also was accused 
of raping two women and di- 
recting the torture of 25 
persons, 

Pvt. Soichi Koyabashi was 
convicted of killing 12 Filipino 
civilians after torture on Cebu 
island. The prosecution said 
Koyabashi also raped five 
women, 

SYDNEY, Jan. 9 (AP) — A 
Japanese Capt. Takakuma, con- 
victed of responsibility for the 
deaths of 824 prisoners of war 
at the Sandakan (Borneo) 
camp, has been sentenced by a 
Labuan military court to be 
hanged, Borneo dispatches re- 
ported today. His adjutant, 
Capt. Watanabe, was sentenced 
to be shot.

Communications Tie-up. 

Meanwhile, telephone equipment 
workers started a strike against 
the Western Electric Co., threat- 
ening a complete tie-up of the 
country’s communications § sys- 
tems. 

With steel, meat packing and 
electrical manufacturing strikes 
listed for next week, this new tie- 
up would inject further compli- 
cations into the troubled labor 
situation. 

As the situation stood today, 
upwards of 1,100,000 CIO workers 
are scheduled to walk out in one- 
two-three order next week—steel 
on Monday, electrical workers on 
Tuesday, and packinghouse work- 
ers on Wednesday. 

There were no signs of any 
break, however, in the deadlock 


between the CIO electrical work-

ers and the General Electric and 
Westinghouse companies. 
Elsewhere on the labor scene,

unless a 17% cent-an-hour wage 
increase “is in the workers’ hands 
there will be a strike on the six- 
teenth.” 
Clark, at a news conference, 
said Swift & Co., the first of the 
big packers on the conciliation 
conference schedule, “is standing 
pat on its 7% cent wage offer,” 
and that the union would accept 
17% cents “and bargain on the 
rest” of its 25-cent demand.

CHINESE FAIL 
TO REACH ACCORD 


Communists Say Nation- 
alists Want to Except 
Chahar, Jehol From 
Cease Fire Order.

CHUNGKING, Jan. 9 (AP)—Ef- 
forts to achieve a truce in China’s 
civil strife failed again today. 
The Communist representative 


charged that a hitch developed 
because of government demands 
for exception of Jehol and Chahar 
provinces from~ the _ armistice 
terms. 

“The Communists find these de- 
mands unacceptable and cannot 
tolerate them as prerequisites for 
a cease fire order,” said Gen. 
Chou En-lai, Communist represen- 
tative at the truce talks with a 
government member and Gen. 


George C. Marshall, epecial en- 
voy of President Truman. 

The parley was adjourned until 
late tomorrow. Its failure to 
achieve prompt agreement blasted 
hopes of a truce being effected 
before tomorrow’s opening of the 
political unity conference. 

Chou said the government 
wanted to proceed with the oc- 
cupation of the two inner Mon- 
golian provinces under an armis- 
tice. He mentioned specifically 
the towns of Chifeng in Jehol, 
and Dolonor in Chahar, both 
strategically situated on the 
Chengteh-Chinhsien railroad. 

The Communists wanted an un- 
conditional cease fire order, Chou 
said. He charged that the gov- 
ernment made conditions after 
everything was ready for a truce 
and after he was expecting orders 
to be issued to halt the strife. 

Terming the government's at- 
titude “most regrettable,” Chou 
indicated that unless it was modi- 
fied no truce would be possible. 

In Yenan, a communist spokes- 
man said the chairmen of pro- 
vincial governments both in Cha- 
har and Jehol were Communists, 
but that a majority of the mem- 


bers of their governments were 
non-Communists, 

Tonight’s meeting was the 
fourth in the series between Gen. 
Chang Chun, the Central Gov- 
ernment representative, and Gen. 
Chou, with Marshall as the third 
member of the truce committee. 
It lasted an hour and 40 minutes. 

“Prospects are not bad but the 
problems are difficult,” Chang 
stated.

Meanwhile, reports came from 
several diplomatic quarters that 
Paul Henri Spaak, Socialist For- 
eign Minister of Belgium, had 
been agreed on as president of 
the assembly. 


The election of a president is 
the first item,.on the agenda after 
the opening addresses of Eduardo 
Zuleta Angel, president of the pre- 
paratory commission, and Prime 
Minister Attlee of Great Britain. 

The assembly will convene on 
the twenty-sixth anniversary of 
the founding of the League of Na- 
tions at Versailles. The sessions 
will be in London’s historic blue, 
gold and cream Central Hall on 
Parliament Square, near Westmin- 
ster Abbey. 

King George VI will entertain 
the chief delegates at a state din- 
ner tonight in St. James’s palace. 

The flags of 51 nations rippled 
in the breeze over Central Hall as 
King George paid a noon visit to- 
day to the building to satisfy him- 
self that everything was ready for 
the formal opening. 

Altogether about 2500 delegates 
and staff personnel have crowded 
into already packed London for 
the opening of the assembly, More 
than 400 reporters, photographers 
and broadcasters also are on hand 
to report the story. 

Several newspaper and press as- 
sociation correspondents at a press 
conference with V. Duckworth 
Barker, chief press officer for the 
United Nations Secretariat, said 
radio broadcasters were given a 
decided edge in the arrangements. 
Others complained that no desks 
would be provided in the tiers of 
seats provided for them. 

For plenary sessions correspond- 
ents will sit in a gallery facing 
the president’s table and the ros- 
trum. 

Arrangements for radio cover- 
age include a long glass-front 
booth to the right of the press gal- 
lery.

Mayor Approves Plan for 
Creation of Body of 12 
or More—Report to Be 
Studied, 


The three-man Citizens’ Traffic 
Committee, appointed in 1941, was 
“reactivated” by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann today. The Mayor ap- 
proved a plan for creation of a 
body of 12 or more members, to 
deal with traffic problems, and to 
hold its first meeting in his of- 
fice at 10 o'clock next Wednes- 
day morning. 

The three members of the Traf- 
fic Committee, named by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, were Ar- 
thur B. Baer, David R. Calhoun 
Jr. and Russell E. Gardner Jr. 
They made a report in 1942, con- 
taining several recommendations. 
Today, Arthur C. Meyers, director 
of streets and sewers, reported on 
progress made in carrying out 
some details of the recommenda- 
tions. 

Some of the points on which 
Meyers reported, as to carrying 
out of the committee’s plans in 
whole or in part were channeling 
of traffic, elimination of super- 
fluous traffic signals and stop- 
signs; resurfacing of streets; and 
elimination of parking on major 
traffic thoroughfares. 

Meyers suggested also the com- 
position of a new committee, pro- 
posing that the new body have 
one representative each from the 
Police Department, Department of 
Streets and Sewers, city courts; 
City Plan Commission, Safety 
Council, Automobile Club, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Public Service 
Co., Citizens’ Traffic Committee, 
Traffic Committee of Board of Al- 
dermen, and Mayor’s Mass Trans- 
portation Committee. To this was 
added a representative of the City 
Law Department. 

Movement and routing of mass 
transportation, and handling of 
the parking problem, were laid 
down as matters of prime impor- 
tance for the larger committee's 
efforts. These, as outlined by 
Meyers, will be under heads of 
enforcement, engineering and edu- 
cation,

broken into and used the laundry 
room. 

Harmless, Tenants Say. 

Tenants who have known Ver- 
burgh for years came to his de- 
fense, one stating, “He’s as harm- 
less as a fly.” Friends and rela- 
tives in St. Charles, Ill., where he 
formerly lived, likewise said “‘it 
just couldn’t have been” Verburgh 
who committed the crime. 

Verburgh, a native of Belgium, 
has been a Chicago janitor for 17 
years. He has two married daugh- 
ters, four stepchildren and sev- 
eral grandchildren. Police said he 
had no criminal record. 

Sgt. Hanrahan said that in the 
furnace at 5901 Withrop several 
small bones were also found, 
which might have been from the 
girl’s arms. All parts of the body 
except the arms were found Mon- 
day night, more than 12 hours 
after she had been kidnaped by 
someone who left a $20,000 ran- 
som note. 

Hacksaw Found. 


Also in the murder room, police 
said they found a hacksaw which 
they said probably was the in- 
strument used by the killer in dis- 
membering the body of the girl, 
a daughter of James E. Degnan, 
an Office of Price Administration 
official. Dr. Jerry Kearns, cor- 
oner’s physician, said a sharper 
instrument had been used. 

This afternoon a _ red-stained 
yellow blanket and a knife were 
found today in an alley behind 
the apartment building at 5903 
Winthrop avenue. The new clue 
fitted in with the theory of Dr. 
Kearns that the dismemberment 
was done with a sharp instrument, 
although Hanrahan held to the 
belief a hack saw was the weapon. 

The inquest was continued at 
request of the police, who said 
that all the investigative forces 
wished additional time. 

Degnan testified only long 
enough to say he was Suzanne's 
father, last saw her alive about 
midnight Sunday when he took 
her to the bathroom, and that he 
knew of no one who would want 
to harm his family. Then Degnan, 
on the verge of breaking down, 
was excused. 

His brother, Thomas J. Degnan, 
of Leicester, Mass., who flew here 
yesterday to aid the family, com- 
pleted the routine identification 
testimony. 


Child Strangled. 

Prior to the session, coroner’s 
physicians disclosed that the Deg- 
nan Child had died of asphyxiation 
by strangulation and that the body 
was dismembered after death. 
They said there was evidence of 
sexual abuse, but that the child 
had not been raped. 

In addition to the two janitors, 
police are holding for further ques- 
tioning four men and an 18-year- 
old youth. Police said, however, 
that these five probably would be 
released sometime today. 

Chief Storms sald police were 
hunting for an unidentified man 
and woman reportedly seen in the 
vicinity of the Degnan home about 
2 a.m. Monday, shortly before the 
time established by police for the 
kidnaping.- He said the woman 
was seen “carrying a bundle in 
both arms” and got into an auto- 
mobile parked a short distance 
from the Degnan home. A man 
was in the driver's seat. 

The text of the ransom note 
left by the kidnaper was made 
public by Charles M. Wilson, di- 
rector of the police crime detec- 
tion laboratory. It read: 

“Get $20,000 reddy and waite 
for word. Do not notify FBI 
or police, Bills in 5’s and 10's.” 

Wilson said this was written in 
soft pencil on one side of an oily

Under it would be a division of 
workmen’s compensation, a divi- 
sion of employment security (un- 
employment compensation), a di- 
vision of industrial inspection and 
a division of mine inspection, all 
supervised by directors.

Jet-Propelled Gunnery Target, 
New Radio Glide Bomb Made Here 


Story of One Paper. 

The history of what happened 
to the newspaper called Democ- 
racy, published briefly by Dr.

of Aeronautics. 

The gunnery target, known as 
the KDD-1 or “Kadydid,” was de- 
veloped to answer the need fo: a 
target whici: could be made to 
Simulate all types of air attack. 
It is powered by a resonating jet 
engine of the type used by the 
Germans in tHe “buzz-bomb.” It 
is controlled in flight by radio 
either from a plane or from the 
ground. 

It may be launched from the 
ground or from a parent plane. 
Because of the need for gunnery 


training of the type needed to 


combat the “Kamikaze” type of 
attack, the “Kadydid” was de- 
Signed to permit its being fired 
on as it approaches the gun po- 
sition head on. 

It has a wing span of 12 feet, 
2.6 inches, and an over-all length 
of 11.1 feet. Its speed in level 
flight is more than 200 miles an 
hour and it may be flown for 40 
minutes through all the maneu- 
vers commonly used by enemy 
aircraft. Its outstanding charac- 
teristic, at least for reporters who 
were given a preview of it, is its 
ear-splitting roar. The small 
(seven-inch) diameter engine may 
be heard for two miles. 

In order that the target may be 
recovered after practice, a para- 
chute is packed into a forward 
hatch. When the engine runs out 
of fuel the parachute automati- 
cally opens and lets the target 
drift to earth. The parachute also 
‘may be opened 
turned off by radio. 

The glide bomb, called the 
KSD-1 or “Gargoyle,” was de-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In behalf of William Sutton, I wish to 
answer Lt. Leland Pyle. He called Bill 
Sutton a “mama’s boy” because he 
wrote his mother about his predicament 
in the Afmy. Why shouldn’t he? He has 
every legal right to ask for help, espe- 
cially from his mother. 

It’s none of Lt. Pyle’s business what 
he writes to his mother, I say. The fact 
that he wrote “Dearest darling Mom” in 
his letters has no bearing at all in the 
matter. It shows love and respect for a 
person who has stood by him all his life. 
How does the Lieutenant start his letters 
to his mother—“My dear Mrs. Pyle”? 

I was in 13 battles and three invasions, 
and many a time I wished I was with 
my mother. Does that make me a 
mama’s boy, too? I have also seen ex- 
amples of GI justice as far as officers 
are concerned. In one case alone on the 
ship I knew of, five officers were 
AWOL three days and, when they were 
caught up with, they were too drunk to 
give their right names. Their case was 
hushed because they were supposed to 
be officers and gentlemen and a shining 
example to their men.

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The Alarming Strike Wave 


As the United States writhes in an agony of 
industrial warfare, no clear voice is heard above 
the tumult. 

The general public must wonder how, in a 
supposédly civilized nation which has shown how 
all elements can work together to win a war, it 
is possible for virtual civil conflict to oecur. 

The general public, which is suffering as a 
result of work stoppages and will suffer more, 
feels angry, confused, helpless. 

To the long-standing General Motors and 
other strikes are now added a truck drivers’ 
strike in St. Louis, a telegraph strike in New 
York. Next week are scheduled walkouts of 
steel, meat and electrical workers. A nation- 
wide telephone strike is threatened. 

If all these strikes come off, the national econ- 
omy—intricately interdependent—will suffer pa- 
ralysis. It is not a general strike in name that 
coffronts us, but unless something happens to 
stem the walkouts, it will be somewhat of a 
general strike in fact. 


Who Is at Fault? 


Meanwhile, blame for the strikes is being gen- 
erally assessed. As public indignation rises, it 
is naturally not being assessed judicially. 

There are those who place a major part of the 
blame on labor, which, in many cases, has acted 
too hastily and has made exorbitant demands. 
There are others who place a major part of the 
blame on industry, which has, in many instances, 
played ducks and drakes with the principle of 
collective bargaining, and has complacently en- 
dured strikes in the knowledge that tax refunds 
will protect its financial position. 

Still others blame the Administration. It, too, 
must bear its share. When it killed the Little 
Steel formula last August, it practically invited 
labor to demand general wage increases. At the 
same time, the Administration preserved price 
control, inviting management to say that it could 
not submit to heavy wage demands without a 
compensating increase in prices to pay for them. 

The Administration, which very properly fears 
inflation more than any other domestic peril, 
ever since then has attempted to hold this one- 
sided line. It has said that wages may be in- 
creased so Jong as they do not necessitate price 
increases, but that is frequently an untenable 
position as the Administration now admits in 
the cases of steel and meat, where it is prepar- 
ing to offer price increases. 


Concessions bv Oil Companies 


The Administration called the labor-manage- 
ment conference, which proved futile. Early in 
December, the President vainly urged Congress 
to borrow the fact-finding principle from the 
Railway Labor Act to apply to disputes affecting 
the national interest. 

Since Congress wouldn’t act, President Tru- 
man went ahead on his own to set up fact-find- 
ing boards. He did so in the General Motors 
strike and in the .case of United States Steel. 
Meanwhile, an earlier fact-finding board, set up 


in the oil dispute, has been partly successful. 
The Sinclair Oil dispute has been settled by 
the granting of an 18 per cent wage increase, 
while Standard Oil of Ohio has announced its 
willingness to grant the same increase. 


The agreements in oil may possibly set a pat- 
tern for other industries. They are a ray of 
light in the darkness. But it should be empha- 
sized that, while the strikes in general repre- 
sent a jockeying for position on the part of both 
labor and management in the postwar era, there 
are sharp distinctions. For example, inability 
to pay is not a contention of management in oil 
and motors; it is definitely a contention of man- 
agement in meat and steel. 


A Broad Policy Needed 


An over-all national policy on wages and 
prices must recognize these distinctions. OPA 
must not be stampeded into granting price in- 
creases where they are not needed, and we dare 
say it will not be so long as Chester Bowles is 
in charge. 

A line has got to be held against inflation. 
Because of the abandonment of the Little Steel 
formula, it has got to be a new line. Prices not 
under control of OPA are soaring and the pres- 
sures against the anti-inflation dam are becom- 
ing almost insupportable. 


But an over-all national policy on wages and 
prices is something that has not yet emerged 
from the White House. There is as yet only a 
glimmer of it. 

We realize the enormous difficulty of estab- 
lishing a new line that can be held, but we be- 
lieve only that by daring to think boldly can 
the Administration settle the pending strikes 
and avert those that loom ahead. 


The terrors of runaway inflation have often 
been described on this page. Yet runaway in- 
flation is not to be avoided by words; it is to be 
avoided by action. In this particular time, we 
believe, it is to be avoided by recognizing that 
the country already has partial inflation; that 
wage rates are going to be increased; that prices 
to some extent will have to follow suit; that a 
new framework, a new harness, must be devised 
to give the current inflationary pressures a new 
curb which is now lacking. 


Time for Orderly Procedure 


So, looking at the whole picture, the general 
public cannot condone the mistakes of labor, the 
mistakes of management, the mistakes of the 
Administration. Nor can it fairly place all the 
blame on any one of the parties to industrial 
warfare. But, after all, this is not a matter for 
punitive judgment; it is a matter for civilized 
procedures ahd intelligent awareness of the basic 
forces which give rise to the warfare. 

The public therefore looks to labor, manage- 
ment and the Administration for reasonable- 
ness and willingness to compromise. It asks for 
prompt and decisive action, lest the whole proc- 
ess of reconversion be tragically delayed. 


Mr. Truman on Demobilization 

President Truman has given the American 
people a forceful reason why demobilization of 
the armed forces cannot be speeded further. 
“The future of our country,” he says, “now is 
as much at stake as in the days of the war.” 

That is true. Our State Department cannot 
begin to chart a policy to protect peace if we 
lack troops needed to carry out that policy. 

There is another good reason for preventing 
the disintegration of our defense. It is that the 
nation has not yet decided just what its future 
defense system will be. 

Despite the complexity of the demobilization 
task, the speed of discharges has far surpassed 
that of World War I. As the President says, 
the wonder is that so many service men already 
are back at their firesides. The Army has re- 
leased more than half of its strength, and the 
other services have discharged more than a third 
of their men, 

The demands of men overseas to return home 
certainly are understandable. And it is not easy 
to justify the false expectations raised by earlier 
exaggerated quotas for returning them. It is 
hard to explain why draft boards are providing 
only 37,000 replacements monthly, instead of the 
quota of 50,000. 

Moreover, the services have failed to tell the 
men why they are overseas. Yet this failure to 
understand the demands of the moment is not 
alone the failure of the armed services. Do the 
American people themselves understand? 

As President Truman says, “We must devote 
all necessary strength to building a firm founda- 
tion for the future peace of the world.” And if 
demobilization proceeds faster than it should, 
where is our strength? 
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The culprit who is to blame for the debacle 
of Pearl Harbor has finally been pinned down by 
the congressional investigating committee. It is

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Memorial to Elijah Lovejoy 


As long as I am an American citizen and 
as long as American blood runs in these 
veins, I shall hold myself at liberty to speak, 
to write, to publish whatever I please on 
any subject—being amenable to the laws of 

' my country for the same. 


These are the words of Elijah Parish Lovejoy, 
American newspaper man. They state the prin- 
ciple for which the anti-slavery editor died at 
the hands of a mob in Alton, Ill., in 1837. And 
now, after more than a century, the press of 
this nation is building a memorial to Lovejoy’s 
quiet heroism. 

At Colby College In Waterville, Me., a $300,- 
000 building and chair of journalism bearing 
Lovejoy’s name will be established through ef- 
forts of a national committee of editors and pub- 
lishers. Colby College is distant from Alton, 
where Lovejoy died for a free press. But it is 
a fitting place for the memorial, for at Colby 
Lovejoy was schooled in the knowledge that 
human progress demands human freedom. 

Lovejoy was no celebrated figure—either as 
a defender of a free press or as an abolitionist. 
He was no Milton putting Areopagitica before 
a King, nor a Garrison mobilizing a nation 


against slavery. In fact, he reasoned his way 
slowly into abolitionism, and as an editor he 
was simply trying to tell a few hundred readers 
what he believed to be the truth. 

Yet, in that attempt to tell the truth, Lovejoy 
lost three presses to mobs hired by slave rack- 
eteers. Finally, he lost his life. Could truth 
demand more of anyone? 
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Aldermanic Alibis on Housing 

Members of the Board of Aldermen ought to 
realize that the showing they made for them- 
selves Monday, in their discussion of the vet- 
erans’ emergency housing problem, is neither 
pretty nor conducive to re-election. 

It was a showing of public officials who are 
acutely uncomfortable over their derelictions of 
duty, but who cannot quite make up their minds 
to take the drastic steps which are required. 

They told the veterans that ‘we are your best 
friends,” but since they have done nothing for 
them, and show no signs of doing anything, their 
statement sounded remarkably hollow. One or 
two members tried to alibi by contending that 
they could introduce bills only by request— 
though finally it had to be admitted that an 
Alderman can introduce a bill whenever he likes. 
Members of the board again held back because 
of legalistic hair-splitting. 


What kind of leadership is this? It is a 


leadership of alibis, evaded responsibility and . 


pale timidity—when bold, resourceful enterprise 
is needed. The relaxation. of the zoning ordi- 
nance to permit roomers in areas where they 
are now prohibited is only the first step the 
board should take. It should go on to provide 
the money and see to it that housing is supplied. 

As George Londa, chairman of the St. Louis 
Veterans’ Committee on Housing and Jobs, told 
the Aldermen, every added day of their pro- 
crastination “is a lot of time for a man who has 
no roof over his head.” It is also a lot of time 
for a city administration which has done nothing 
practical to relieve the housing shortage. Every 
day the situation gets worse, not only for the 
veterans, but also—terrifying thought—for the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Will they handle 
it now, when it is only a cub, or will they wait 
till it is a roaring lion? 
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To Remedy a Traffic Bottleneck 


The plan for an elevated approach to link the 
Express Highway with Market street, just ap- 
préved by the Board of Public Service, will serve 
the excellent purpose of eliminating an annoying 
bottleneck at Vandeventer avenue. By separat- 
ing the two streams of traffic which now meet 
there, it will save considerable time for down- 


town-bound traffic, and so will be a step toward. 


relief of traffic congestion. 

The project, recommended* by the Citizens’ 
Traffic Committee in 1942, should be started as 
soon as possible, but it would be only one step 
toward solution of the city’s growing traffic 
crisis. There are other bottlenecks to be rem- 
edied. There is the need for more parking space 
downtown and in other congested districts. 
There is the necessity of designating one-way 
streets for morning and evening rush hours, 
The board’s vote is a welcome beginning, but a 
good deal more action is badly needed.

Most General Staff members will probably go free “unless public 
opinion*in America makes a strong protest,” newspaper Says; case 
¥ against trying them was wrecked by documents produced at Nuern- 
berg; Allied leaders view Generals as not responsible to courts.

The case against putting on trial the en- 
tire Oberkommando der Wehrmacht (Ger- 
man High Command) collapses entirely on 
the basis of the documents introduced in 
the trial of Ernst Kaltenbrunner, Himmler’s 
right-hand man, and the testimony of Maj. 
Gen. of Police Otto Ohlendorf exposing the 
close co-operation of the SS, the SD and 
the German General Staff on the Eastern 
front. 

Despite this incriminating evidence, there 
is every likelihood that the military lead- 
ers, except those who can be tried on po- 
litical charges as Nazis, will escape the in- 
ternational tribunal at Nuernberg unless 
public opinion in America makes a strong 
protest. 


Are Generals Responsible? 


The military caste in Allied countries 
prefer that Generals be regarded as pro- 
fessionals carrying out policies determined 
from above, and therefore not responsible 
for their acts before courts of justice. 

If German industrialists and non-Nazi 
Generals are not brought to trial, the two 
chief groups of instigators of German ag- 
gression will be allowed to go free. These 
are the groups that made Nazism possible. 
Without either of them, Hitler could not 
have risen to power and could not have 
armed for his criminal attack against civil- 
ization, 


Ohlendorf, member of the dread SD (Se- 
curity Service) the secret arm of the Ges- 
tapo, testified that SS commandos were at- 
tached to the German Army on the Eastern 
front with orders to kill every Jew and 
Soviet political commissar in conquered 
Russian territory. The German High Com- 
mand co-operated closely with the SS in 
carrying out this order, he said. 


Guilt of the Nazi Staff 


Ohlendorf’s testimony does not have to 
stand alone. Documents presented proved 
that the SS, the SD and the General Staff 
had definite agreements, One such docu- 
ment prohibited the notification of rela- 
tives of the death of Russian civilians in 
miiltary camp, the order declaring that 
“it is the intent of the general directions 
of the Fuehrer and the Supreme Com- 
mander of the Wehrmacht ... to create 
for deterrent purposes uncertainty over the 
fate of prisoners among their relatives and 
acquaintances,” 

Other documents covered agreements be- 
tween the High Command and the SS on 
concentration camps and the turning over 
of prisoners to the S§ for execution. 

The German High Command and their 
big business confederates are stained with 
innocent blood even as Goering and hig po- 
litical accomplices are. All should face the 
bar of justice. 


The Liberated Peoples Need Clothing 


Henry J. Kaiser in This Month 


Recently I read a letter from France. It 
was sent to Dorothy Canfield Fisher by her 
young goddaughter, 

‘‘We use the smallest scraps of material, 
turning, piecing, darning,’ she wrote, “but 
there is hardly an inch of material left 
now. Our greatest treasure is an old knit 
garment. We unravel it and re-use the yarn 
for knitting stockings and underthings for 
the children. When these are worn out, we 
unravel them again and knit smaller things 
for the younger children. Shoes are the 
worst problem. No leather left at all, and 
almost no material strong enough to make 
slippers.” 

What happened after those smallest knit- 
ted garments wore out, I do not know. 
When that letter was written, the mills of 
Europe were producing no new fabric for 
conquered civilians. Bombed and without 
raw materials and fuel, the great majority 
are not producing yet. 

The purpose of the nation-wide Victory 
Clothing Collection, being held this month, is 
to gather clothing which will replace those 
worn-out knitted garments. It gives us the 
opportunity to knit new peacetime ties of 
friendship among the nations which fought 
together against the enemies of democracy. 

It is not just man’s health and life that 
are at stake, although it is only too true 
that tens of thousands in Europe and the

Far East are dying of exposure this winter. 
For the devastated nations, the postwar 
world is hanging in the balance right now. 
Rebuilding waits upon relief.

The photographs are breathtaking. They 
do not have captions, for they need no 
words to explain them. Each one tells a 
story more clearly, forcibly and succinctly 
than any words, except maybe those of a 
poet, could tell: natives looking out from 
the dimness of a hut, GIs taking a shower. 
in the sharp, black shade of a ruin, roads 
being created, tractors cutting the sand, 
the nerve-racking danger lurking from an 
absolutely still jungle glen and the deathly 
mystery of a cave. :

Going 
beyond battle, they show constructive order 
being created from bloody chaos so that 
even the graves on the sand dunes some- 
how get a new meaning.

An Excellent Historical Novel 
“The King’s General.” by Daphne du Maurier, 

(Doubleday & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

Miss Du Maurier’s new book is, first of 
all, a skillfully done historical novel of the 
cloak-and-sword, boot-and-spur variety. Its 
period is the civil strife in England 300 
years ago; its setting the grim Cornish 
coast, particularly a gloomy, rambling old 
manor house called Menabilly. It’s a good, 
fast-moving story, with an _ arrogant, 
charming and gallant hero and a delicate, 
appealing heroine. But the story has more 
than that. , 

It has the suspense, mystery and brood- 
ing qualities of the author’s most noted 
previous novel, “Rebecca,” and it has 
greater depth than her swashbuckling 
“Frenchman’s Creek.” The old house in 
this novel is reminiscent of the haunted 
mansion of which Rebecca was mistfess, 
for both are drawn fram the same model, 
a desolate pile where the author now lives, 

Miss Du Maurier has taken the ingredi- 
ents of her earlier novels, added facts and 
legends about the people who once lived in 
her house, woven in the fictional elements 
with great adeptness and so has created a 
strangely wistful and moving tale.

Hard Spadework. 


The Preparatory Commission 
has finished its weeks of hard 
labor. Rules and procedures for 
everything connected with this 
first United Nations Assembly 
have been satisfactorily drawn, 60 
far as this could be done within 
the already outmoded limits of 
the San Francisco Charter. 

Adlai Stevenson, chief Ameri- 
can representative in the absence 
of Stettinius, has done what most 
representatives of foreign coun- 
tries here consider a magnificent 
job. Stevenson certainly has won 
himself immense popularity inthis 
town by his tact and his ability to 
understand the other  fellow’s 
viewpoint. 

As it will be presented by the 
drafting committee, the agenda 
for the first part of the first ses- 
sion of the General Assembly in- 
cludes over 20 items, mostly or- 
ganizational. Political items are 
being postponed, where possible, 
to the second part of the first as- 
sembly, which is scheduled to take 
place in April at a new permanent 
site in America. 


Political Questions. 


The chief interest here will 
therefore concentrate on the elec- 
tion of non-permanent members 
of the Security Council and, when 
the latter has recommended a 
Secretary General, on his appoint- 
ment along with that of deputy 
secretaries who will each head 
separate departments of the UNO 
secretariat. 

Certain political questions are, 
however, bound to arise. One con- 
cerns secrecy in the Security 
Council. According to the rules 
now being proposed, minutes of 
private Council meetings are to be 
withheld from the Assembly rep- 
resenting all the other powers.

Recently, diplomats were much 
intrigued by an editorial in the 
London Times which practically 
proposed the division of Iran be- 
tween Russia and Britain—on the 
suspicious ground that the Per- 
sians are unfit to manage their 
own affairs. Certainly, if the first 
action of the new organization 
were to sanction the partitioning 
of a member country, then UNO 
would never recover.

Education Board to Meet 
With Custodian in Effort 
to Avert Strike. 


As the Board of Education 
moved last night to avert a 
threatened strike of its custodial 
staff over wage demands, it was 
confronted with a new request for 
a $500 annual salary increase on 
behalf of the teaching staff. 

The board decided, with respect 
to the custodians, to hold an in- 
formal meeting before its next 
regular meeting in February to 
which the entire custodial staff, 
union representatives and execu- 
tive officers would be invited for 
a round table discussion. The time 
and place of the meeting is to be 
set by the members of the build- 
ing committee, 

The request of the teaching 
personnel was referred to the in- 
struction committee of the board 
which will take up the matter at 
its next meeting during the first 
week of February. 

The decision as to the cus- 
todians and matrons was in an 
effort to “clarify the wage situa- 
tion.” The members of the AFL 
St Louis Public School Cus- 
todians’ and Matrons’ Union, Lo- 
cal No. 118, have threatened to 
strike unless their demand for an 


average $20 per month increase is | 


granted. 

At the meeting last night a 
letter from R, E. Strickler, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Teachers’ 
Co-operative Council, was read 
asking for the salary increase for 
2800 teachers represented by the 
council. 

Strickler pointed out that living 
costs have increased during the 
past five years by 33 per cent 
while the teachers’ basic salary, 
he said, had remained substan- 
tially unchanged for the past 20 
years. He estimated the adjust- 
ment would mean an increase of 
eight to 30 per cent and would 
cost about $1,400,000, which he 
suggested be met from the $4,500,- 
000 surplus and from the $1,800,000 
additional revenue received the 
past three years from the state. 

Mrs. Irma Friede, a member of 
the instruction committee, told re- 
porters after the meeting that 
school revenue is believed to have 
reached its peak during the past 
year and that any surplus will be 
needed to maintain operations at 
their present level.

—Payments Simplified. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)-— 
The Veterans’ Administration sim- 
plified today payment of schooling 
benefits to disabled war veterans 


and announced increased allot- 
ments. 

The higher allotments come 
from an amendment to the G.I. 
Bill of Rights, recently approved 
by Congress. H. V. Sterling, as- 
sistant Veterans’ Administrator, 
said a disabled veteran now may 
draw his pension plus his subsist- 
ence allotment while attending 
school. 

Originally an unmarried. dis- 
abled veteran whose pension was 
less than $92 a month got an in- 
crease to that minimum allow- 
If 


tinued to draw the full pension, 
nothing additional for school 
In the case of married 
disabled veterans, the minimum 
was $103.50. 

Sterling amendment 
allotments under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. These allot- 
ments are $65 a month for single 
veterans and $90 for married men, 
additional allowances for 
dependents. 

Officials said the 
plify methods used in paying 
schooling allowances was under 
consideration before a group of 
six disabled veterans from Ameri- 
can University in Washington, ree 
cently protested to Gen. Omar N, 
Bradley, veterans’ administrator. 
The six complained they had been 
in school since Nov. 19 but had 
not received their government 
checks.

Excerpts from Dr. Compton's 
prepared speech follow: 

I have chosen to speak tonight 
on the Goals of Collegiate Ath- 
letics. . . . First of all, let us re- 
mind ourselves that in discussing 
athletics our interests are those of 
our students... . Their (athletics) 
value as an exhibition is wholly 
secondary. Making athletics an 
integral part of the collegiate in- 
struction program is meant to 
emphasize that college’ sports 
should be carried on so as to give 
lasting benefits to the players, and 
that those best qualified to see 
that such benefits are supplied 
are the college instructional staff 
rather than sports fans, including 
trustees and alumni, who, with 
whatever good intentions, may try 
to build up winning teams that 
frequently interfere with the 
normal education of the college 
students. 

That athletics shall be of the 
most educational value is thus, lI 
take it, our central goal. Let us 
see how we believe this goal can 
best be approached, 

My old-coach, Lynn St. John... 
recalls a notable address made be- 
fore this body just after World 
War I by J. R. Angell, then dean 
at the University of Chicago and 
later president of Yale University. 
Permit me to quote as my own 
some of his articles of faith: 

“I believe such sports should in 
‘and of themselves give real joy 
and recreation, and that they 
should depend as little as possible 
on the extrinsic motives, such as 
social prestige, newspaper noto- 
riety, and the like. ... I believe 
that every man in a college group 
physically able to do so should be 
a participant in one or more of 
the college sports, and that he 
should chiefly follow those from 
which he gets real fun, , .. I be 
lieve, amateurism is an absolute 
essential to wholesome games. . 
I believe that a good deal of train- 
ing of athletic teams, particularly 
in football, has been grossly objec- 
tionable in overworking boys 
whose primary obligation is to the 
acndemic aims of the college.

But the bullet pass and the long 
touchdown-heave that mark the 
present-day type of aerial game 
were seldom seen.

NOTHER letter, strange to

Brad Robinson, premier passer 
for the St. Louis VU.

Robinson's name is in 
the record book as having 
thrown an 87-yard forward pass

Robinson came to St. Louis U. 
in 1904 and a year later was in- 
strumental in signing Coach 
Cochems for St. Louis Univer- 
sity. He had _ practiced 
throwing the pigskin long dis- 
tances just as a stunt, before 
the pass was legalized. He 
tells how Cochems took the 
squad to Lake Beulah, Wis., in 
midsummer where he drilled it 
in all sorts of pass schemes, ... 
Then, Robinson writes: 

“The forward pass was first 
used, as far as I was concerned, 
in a game against Carroll Col- 
lege of Waukesha, about the 
first or seven ‘ee of Septem- 
ber, 1906. t. John’s Military 
Academy and Sealeuetie Univer- 
sity were also on the later part 
of our Wisconsin schedule and 
the pass was used against both 
of those teams with marked suc- 
cess.”

Our psychological investigation of the 
subject, however, has failed to substantiate the broad claims 
of the graphologist. “But don’t the courts rely on handwriting 
experts?” the graphologist will glibly defend himself, knowing 
that the average citizen can be seduced in this manner by 
half truths. Yes, the courts employ handwriting experts, but 
these are NOT graphologists, who try to predict your future 
Dr analyze your so-called talents by your handwriting. The 
expert simply examines two specimens of handwriting to de- 
termine whether they were written by the same person, or 
whether one is a forgery. His keen jydement is thus helpful 
ks regards forged wills and other important documents. But 
the handwriting expert consulted by the courts, is not a char- 
acter analyst! He is like an art critic, who determines forged 
paintings. And art critics don’t try to diagnose an artist’s 
personality.

HANDWRITING IS a habit, just like smoking cigarets or 
washing dishes. And one habit, out of the thousands that 
make up your personality, cannot be employed for a compre- 
hensive diagnosis of your talents and faults. Certain sgelf- 
evident facts, of course, can be deduced from a keen observa- 
tion of your handwriting. We can determine whether you 
write with your fingers, in a pinched manner, or roll the fore- 
arm on the ball of muscles just below the elbow. The latter 
writing is less cramped and often larger. If you fail to dot 
or cross a “‘t” or close the vowels at the top, as in the 
case of “a Probably carelessness 
in your original learning situation, failure of a teacher to 
train you properly when you first developed the habit of using 
pencil and pen. But is there any logical connection between 
that “dated” omission back in the first grade of grammar 
. school, and your musical talent or mathematical skill, or sales 
ability? You intelligent readers be the jury. There is a grave 
fallacy in logic called “hasty generalization.” It means we 
take a single reading, so to speak, and then think we are 
warranted in formulating a law to cover all cases. If a man 
is jilted by a blonde girl, for example, he may generalize that 
all blonds are fickle That is illogical, for he is demonstrating 
the fallacy of “hasty generalization.” We have found that. 
carelessness in dotting the “i” or crossing the “t,” does not 
spread to the other habits possessed by that person. Though 
he may be careless in writing, he may be very meticulous in 
his dress or in mathematics. Sloppy writing doesn’t necessarily 
denote sloppiness in other realms. So don’t rely seriously on 
glib character diagnoses by graphologists. If you wish to con- 
sult them, charge it off to fun and entertainment, but don't

T would be difficult to pack 
| more nutritive value into a one- 
meal dish than has been tucked 
into the cheese ring described be- 
low. This is especially true for 
minerals, vitamins and protein. In 
this receipe we describe the bak- 
ing in the ring mold which pro- 
duces a beautiful circle in which 
to hedge in the vegetables. And 
baking a ring that will unmold 
perfectly is where cooks have their 
trouble. We find the surest way 
is to line the bottom of the mold 
neatly. To obtain a paper pattern 
that fits; place the bottom side of 
the ring mold down on waxed 
paper and mark around the out- 
side of the mold and then on the 
inside of-the hole. Cut out and 
snip around both the outside and 
the inside edges of the paper ring 
so that the snipped paper will 
slightly overlap to fit snugly up 
against the rounded bottom side. 
Grease the mold first then fit in 
the paper and then grease the 
paper. When the ring is baked 
and the mold is inverted, the mold 
drops out neatly with the paper 
attached usually. This paper then 
can be peeled off quickly and neat- 
ly. The creamed vegetables should 
be ready and piping hot the in- 
stant the hot ring is unmolded so 
that it can be sent to the table 
still puffing curls of steam. Of 
course, if you do not own a ring 
mold, then the cheese mixture can 
be Baked in a loaf or circular bak- 
ing pan and when unmolded, the 
vegetables can be poured spon- 
taneously over the center of the 
mold or around it. 
Cheese Ring With Creamed Mixed 
Vegetables. 


Two tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one cup milk, 
one-fourth pound American cheese, 
grated (one cup); one-fourth 
pound Swiss cheese, grated (about 
one cup); three-fourths teaspoon 
Salt, dash cayenne, four eggs, 
Slightly beaten; one cup soft bread 
crumbs (two or three slices). 

Melt butter in top of a double 
boiler. Blend in the flour. Add 
milk gradually and cook over hot 
water until mixture is smooth 
and thick. Stir constantly. Add 
cheese and seasonings and cover 
and cook until cheese is melted. 
Stir occasionally. Gradually pour 
over eggs and mix well. Pour 
into a well greased 4 to 5-cup 
ring mold that has a wax paper 
lining in the bottom. Set in pan 
of hot water and bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven 350 degrees for 
30 minutes. Turn out and fill 
center with creamed vegetables. 


Creamed Vegetables. 


tablespoons butter, 
tablespoons flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one cup milk, one 
package frozen mixed vegetables, 
or one can mixed vegetables.

Combine one pound’ ground 
lamb, one-half pound ground pork, 
two teaspoons salt, one-fourth 
cup finely chopped celery, two 
tablespoons minced onion, two 
eggs, beaten, one cup bouillon or 
meat stock, pepper, and one cup 
bread crumbs. Mix thoroughly 
and press mixture into a loaf pan 
(94%x5%x3 inches). Mix together 
melted margarine (one-fourth 
cup) and one-half cup bread- 
crumbs, and pat on top of the 
loaf. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for one and one-half 
hours. Serves four generously. 
Serve each child three cups of 
milk to drink and each adult one 
cup in addition to that used in

LOTHES are important to the 
([ scctings of children and their 

feelings are what count most 
in their willingness and ability to 
study and learn.

Something to cover them 
is enough, Often our difficulty 
lies in  overdressing’ children, 
especially the girls.

They study 
their figures, their hair dressing, 
complexions, and style. All this is 
of first importance to them and 
it is unwise to try to deny its ex- 
pression but they’ must be held 
to simplicity in school clotheg. 

These exceptional girls want to 
wear their party clothes to school 
to show them to the other girls. 
They want to wear their best 
coats and even coax to wear 
mother’s fur coat, “just for once.” 
They are likely to smuggle jewel- 
ry out of the house and show it 
off in school, They will hide lip- 
stick and powder and rouge until 
they get to school and then make 
up in the dressing room.

This, we 
are told, is not an unusual occur- 
rence. James is one of the world’s 
most famous musicians, yet he'd 
trade his gold trumpet for a base- 
ball bat any day of the week. 

A fanatic wherever baseball is 
talked or played, James works out 
at the Polo Grounds and the 
Yankee Stadium when he. goes 
to New York. His favorite major 
league club, however, is the St. 
Louis Cardinals because they let 
him sit in the dugout with them 
during a game. 


If he has his way, some day 


he is going to own a professional 
ball team. Right now he has a 
bid in for one of the Pacific coast 
clubs. James’s band doubles as a 
baseball team arid Harry has been 
known to ask a new musician 
what position he plays before dis- 
cussing the instrument he _ uses.

As may be imagined, when this 
outstanding “freak” turned up in 
a large duplicate game, it caused 
considerable excitement on the 
part of the North-South pairs, 
particularly. Most of them arrived 
at the correct contract, seven 
spades, and made it through 
proper play. This was the most 
popular bidding sequence: 

West North East Gouth 

3 hearts 4 hearts Pass 4spades 
P’ass 4 no trump® Pass 5 diamonds 
Pass 7 spades 

*Blackwood Convention 

It should be observed that four 
spades, not five clubs, was South's 
proper response, at match-points 
especially, to North's eminently 
correct four-heart cut bid. For one 
thing, that cue bid urgently in- 
vited a response to the other 
major suit’; for another, major 
suit contracts, when logical, are 
greatly superior to minor-suit con- 
tracts at duplicate. 


At one table where this correct 
bidding took place, however, the 
play went like this: West led a 
club. Declarer cashed the spade 
king, saw West's void, then 
finessed to his own ten. Now he 
cashed the ace and queen, con- 
vinced (apparently) that drawing 
East’s trumps was the paramount 
issue. After that he was entirely 
at the mercy of the diamond 
break, and since East had the 
queen well guarded, the contract 
was hopeless. 

The proper plan was to lead 
only two rounds of trumps, then 
to cash the ace and king of dia- 
monds. With West showing out 
on the second round .the hand 
would have become the simplest 
laydown. The diamond jack is 
led through East, who can cover 
this time or the next, at his 
pleasure. Declarer ruffs away the 
diamiond queen, cashes the trump 
ace, then enters dummy by ruffing 
a heart. The spade queen draws 
East's lone jack, and the rest of 
the diamonds are run.
